Chicago. Jan. 27.—Four robbers, arm- 
ed with revolvers, entered the Washing- 
ton Park National bank in the Ea^t 
Sixty-third street today, threatened the 
lives of the cashier, clerks and twenty

$12,000 and $15.000.

teller's cage. 


After grabbing the money the four 
hastily backed to the door and escapead 
Jn an automobile. 
Policemen and de- 
tectives were quickly 
summoned 
and 
search for the bandits was begun.

The money will go into a fund being 
raised by the American Federation of 
J.abor for the relief of the 180 defend- 
ants in the famous suit of D. E. Loewe 
& Co. vs. Martin Lawler and 
others, 
which began in 1903, reached Its final 
stage in the United States district cours 
here last week when an oiScr was is- 
sued relative to the sale of property 
taken under attachment in the boycott 
suit. 
There are 155 parcels of property, 
mostly the modest little homes of men 
who were named among the defendants. 
Counsel for the hatters obtained 
the 
privilege of having each 'piece of real 
estate sold separately on the premises 
instead of in bulk.

ICTOULOCKIDE 


English Press Would Knock 
Bottom Out of U. S. 
Arguments. 


I.^ndon, Jan. 
27.—The 
Manchester 
Guardian, commenting 
editorially 
on 
the speech of Sir Edward Grey, the for- 
eign minister, delivered yesterday 
in 
the house of commons on the blockade 
policy of Great Britain says that he 
demolished both the statistical attack 
against 
the government's 
policy 
and 
charges of interference with the work 
of the navjr. 
It argues, however, that 
the orders in council should be succeed- 
ed by the 
declaration 
of an 
actual 
blockade in order 
to meet 
the 
legal 
obligations 
raised 
by, neutral 
states. 
The editorial concludes: 


"Blockade, the doctrine of 
continu- 
ous voyage and an enlarged district of 
contraband are all recognized means of 
carrying on naval 
warfare and 
their 
employment would not only knock the 
bottom 
out 
of 
the 
legal 
arguments 
which the United States is now pre- 
senting against our present policy, but 
would give us even greater power than 
we now have of injuring the enemy. 
This was the criticism we made of the 
policy of the orders in council when 
Mr. Asquith first explained it and we 
have never seen a completely satisfao- 
tory answer to the criticism. 


"Is it maintained that by meeting 
the American view, which we could do 
without in any way compromising our 
war on Germany's 
trade at 
sea, Ave 
should get rid of one set of diflficulties 
only to fall into another. 
That would 
be an intelligible line of argument and, 
if 
it 
is 
influencing

government 
there is no reason why it should not 
state quite frankly what its grounds 
for hesitation are.

British possession of territory pro- 
tecting the Suez canal route at i t j 
southern end is imperilled by 
at- 
tacks made by large bodies of Arabs 
and Turks on the British forces iu 
southwestern 
Arabia, according

advices from German sources.

British have been driven from all the 
territory they held in that section 
of the country and have suffered 
extremely heavy losses in the fight- 
ing, the reports declare, the figures 
being given at 15,000 killed and 20,- 
000 wounded. 


The implication from the • Berlin 
dispatch carrjring these reports is 
that the British army of 20,000 men 
is now virtually cooped up in Aden, 
near the entrance, to, the Red sea, 
which must be held if the southerly 
approach to the Suez canal ig to he 
protected. 
C The Ausfrianis, having secured pos- 
session of virtually all of Montene- 
gro, whose remaining defenders, ac- 
cording to 
Vienna, are fast laying 
down their arms, are pushing south- 
ward in Albania, but are moving de- 
liberately,

countering much resistance.

Bulgarian 
forces co-operating with the Aus- 
trians had encountered the Albaniaa.

Early Morning Joy Ride. 
The men were out for an early morn- 
ing joy ride, it is said, and were on 
their way to Areola, expecting to re- 
turn to Fort Wayne within an hour or 
two. 
Klotz explains the circumstances 
leading up to the accident in the fol- 
lowing language: 


"Early Thursday morning the four 
men drove up to my place and asked 
me to take a ride. I told them I would 
if they would take me up around Ar- 
eola so that I could buy some chickens 
and eggs. 
Schnee told me to jump in 
and I did. with the result that I am 
now in a hospital." 


Auto a. Total Wreck.

Schnee was not driving fast. All the 
occupants of the car are positive on this 
point. 
The cliildrcn playing in the yard 
and both Mrs. Glusenkamp and Bohne 
agree that the car was not running more 
than ten or fifteen miles an hour.

Declines Cross-Ezamination. 


Efforts made 
by 
Mrs. Mary Beard, 
Avife of a Columbia university professor, 
to cross-examine the president met with 
failure. He refused courteously to reply 
to her queries. The president apologized 
to the Avomen for not seeing them ear- 
lier, but told them he had been at work 
since arriving in New York. He added 
that it "may be that my mind works 
slowly, but I have always thought that 
there were things which should be built 
slowly and therefore made more lasting. 
I may be a little old in fashion in my 
View that the suffrage question should 
be handled by the state." 


The president frankly admitted to the 
suffragettes that he had promised sev- 
eral months ago to discuss with leaders 
of congress the suffrage question, but 
that other matters of legislation had 
come up which he thought should take 
preference over everything else. 
Must Be Deliberate. 
"There are things that cannot wait," 
said the president. Aetion in great con- 
stitutional matters must be deliberate." 


Mr. Wilson promised again that ha 
would discuss the subject with members 
of congress as soon as possible. He de- 
clared, however, that he was still con- 
vinced that the suffrage issue should bg 
worked out by the states. 
He added 
that he saw no reason for the women to 
be discouraged by the progress made.* 


Deep silence greeted his reiteration of 
his opposition to the federal amendment 
but otiier portions of his address were 
marked by applause. 


Mrs. Tiffany Dyer, Mrs, Henry Bruere 
and Mrs. Beard spoke before the presi- 
dent, 
They asked that while he was 
working out his preparedness program 
he should remember that no scheme of 
defense would be adequate which did 
not include the • mobilization of women. 
While speaking in the middle Avest for 
national defense they asked that he also 
advocate woman suffrage. The president 
reminded the women that he had voted 
for suffrage in New Jersey and promised 
that if the question came to a vote there 
again ho. would again vote for it. As the 
president completed his address several 
women shook hands with him and he 
returned to his apartments.

them for their 
felicitations and

pressed conviction that final victory in 
the war woulji rest with the central 
powers. 
All the newspapers of Berlin 
published eulogistic articles concerning 
the emperor, recalling the fact that he 
was able to maintain 
peace for

years.

The board 
has held 
that where death or accident results 
from the drunken 
condition, of 
the 
workingman, the employer is not liable 
for compensation. 


Few Avill care to question the valid- 
ity of the decision. 
The compensation 
law says explicitly that "no industry 
shall be charged with the burden of 
indemnifying an injured employe whose 
injury is the result of his own intoxi 
cation." 
The provision, however hard 
it may bear upon the ^dependents of the

NEW YORK HOTELS CROWDED. 


Situation 
Forces 
Hotel 
Men Into Co- 
operative Scheme. 


' 
New York, Jan. 27.—Owing to the un- 
usually large ntimber of persons staying 
at New York hotels, the hotel association 
today put in operation a plan for co- 
operation 
never before attempted 
here. 
, The 
association has opened a 
registry 
where hotels having vacant rooms can 
register in order to provide accommoda- 
tion for the overflow of guests who cannot 
obtain rooms in the more crow-ded hostel- 
ries. . The problem of housing A'isitors to 
the city has become serious for hotel 
managers. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 27.—In the 
eigut 
and one-half years the suspended sen- 
tence law has been in force in Indiana, 
33.67 per cent, of those under suspended 
semence have bccome delinqucni, accoru- 
ing to announcment today by the board 
of state charities. 


The judges of the circuit and criminal 
courts arc authorized by this laAV to 
suspend the sentence of persons convict- 
ed of 
felony or misdemeanor or avIio 
have pleaded guilty to such a charge, 
except for the crimes of murder, arson, 
burglary, rape, 
treason and kidnapping. 
So far as the law applies to misde- 
meanant», no available statistics 
of 
results are obtainable. 
The statute is 
based on the assumption that it is pos- 
sible to reclaim 
many 
laAv breakers 
without fixing on them the stigma of 
prison life. 


Paroles Granted, 1,794. 


During the time the laAV has been in 
force 
sentences Avere suspended in the 
cases of 1,794 men and Avomen charged 
Avith felonies. 
Of these 556 Avould have 
bad to go to the state prison, 1,194 to 
the reformatory and forty-four to the 
Avoman's prison, if the law had not been 
in operation. 
The law provides 
that 
if 
persons on probation violate 
their 
parole, the original 
sentence shall be 
carried out. 
This Avas done in the cas«-» 
of 203 prisoners, Avhile 401 others Avho 
Avere 
delinquent had not been appre- 
hended at the close of the fiscal year of 
191Ô. 


The percentage of violations reported 
from the institutions A\'as as folloAvs: 
state prison, 26.97; reformatory, 36.93; 
Avonian's prison, 29.;'iô; of the remaining 
1,190, nine died. 3i;i Avere under super- 
vision. .S63 had been 
discharged, 
and 
three had been pardoned by the gOAer- 
nor. 


"What the Reports Show 


The reportii from the state, prison show 
that of 556 
men who.se sentences to 
that institution Avere suspended, seA-en- 
ty-five Avere reporting at the close of 
the year, four had died, .512 had been 
discharged. There Avere 150 delinquents, 
of Avhom sixty-seven AA-ere apprehen<ud 
and taken to prison. 


The reformatory reported 1,194 men 
placed under 
its 
superA-ision, 234 
whom Avere reporting at the close of 
the year, four had died, 512 had been

Avere delinquent.

said Pullman had come here from Chi- 
cago for a reunion with his family and 
Avas believed to have carried $5.000 in 
cui-rency when he left the 
apartment.

THE NATIVE PERSIMMON-METHOD OF PROPAGATDiC IT 


•i.

The Persimmon Seems to Have Been the First Native American Fruit to Be Described and Praised by the Early Explorers—DeSoto Praised Its Food Value in a Published 
Account in 1557—^John Smith's Narrative of the New World, Written Early in the Seventeenth Century, Included a Long Discussion of the Persimmon—^He said: "If 
it Be Not Ripe, it Will Draw^a Man's Mouth Awrie With Much Torment," Thus Well Characterizing the Puckering, Astringent Effect of the Immature Fruit

The perslrampn tr®e has received 
» o r e cplticiam, both adverse and fav- 
orable, than almost any other known 
fpecles. 
Those who have discussed 
the food value of the fruit, from the 
farlleat chroniclers to recent writers, 
. Jiave prophesied that the tree would 
fobn be accorded a place in our gar- 
dens and orchards. 
Those people, on 
the other hand, wly> have been ac- 
quainted only with the Immature fruit 
or with the young sprouts In cultivated 
iPelds have had nothing to say In Its 
tavor ancl have bent their energies 
toward its destruction rather than Its 
propagation and cultivation. 
^ There are several factors which are 
responsible for the slow progress of 
persimmon development In this coun- 
try. 
One reason for the neglec,t of 
this fruit seems to be the erroneous 
yet oft-repeated statement that per- 
fimmons are unfit to eat until they 
have either been touched by frost or 
frozen. 
Although this statement has 
been corrected by nearly every one 
who has studied the subject, neverthe- 
i lesa throughout the regions where per- 
Blmmons are grown many of the best 
fruits are lost each year because they 
ripen and fall before frost or before 
they are swpposed to be edible. 
The 
truth of the matter is that freezing 
If as detrimental to the quality of 
persimmons as to the quality of any 
other fruit. 
If persimmons are not 
edible and free from astringency be- 
fore frost, it is because the variety is 
a late one and the fruit has not yet 
matured. 


The development of the persimmon, 
whether for orchard or ornamental 
purposes, has been retarded by the 
dliBculty encountered in propagating 
and ti;ansplantlng it. 
One grower has 
characterized It as the only tree that 
he could not kUl in his cultivated 
fields and the only one that he could 
not make live In his garden. 
Failure 
In transplanting Is usually due to a 
lack 
of 
knowledge 
concerning 
the 
characteristic root development of the 
persimmon. 
Under 
natural 
condi- 
tions, the roots penetrate much deeper 
Into the soil than those of most other 
fruit trees, and unless great care Is 
exercised when the tree Is taken up 
H is almost Impossible to get more 
than a small percentage of the root 
system, thus reducing the chance of 
making 
the tree live when 
trana^ 
planted. 


From time to time valuable trees 
.have been discovered, carerf for, and 
even in some cases transplanted or 
propagated. 
Most of these have been 
Boon 
neglected 
or 
destroyed, 
until 
; there are comparatively few varieties 
of marked value available for general 
distribution. 


Both De Soto and Jan de Laet when 
describing the ripe fruit of the native 
persimmon call It a "delicious little 
plum," and John Smith and 
other 
writers 
of 
the seventeenth 
century 
speak of it as a plum with the flavor 
of an apricot. 


Roughly speaking, the persimmon 
Is indigenous to the southeastern quar- 


ter of the Upltod States, being foun<l 
in lartire numbers in the flalda and for- 
ests of that section. The more favored 
localltiea in Iowa and eastern Ne- 
braska produce many frultf, but very 
few trees are found w«Bt of central* 
Kansas. 
Scattering 
apeeim«n« 
in 
Connecticut and on I<ong Island mark 
the present northeastern limit of the 
species. 
A. few trees in Rhode Xaland. 
New York, and Michigan which pro.- 
duce fairly well. Indicate that 
the 
northern limit of cultivation may ha 
extended whenever economlo condi- 
tions (that ia, the value of the fruit 
for food or of the tree for ornamental 
purposes) seem to warrant. 


The zone of greatest productivity 
and adaptability, wherein appear by 
far the largest number of promising 
types, ejftendi from Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, 
and 
the 
Carolina« 
westward 
through Missouri and Arkansas- 
The 
persimmon thrives equally well on the 
sands of the Costal Plain, the shales 
of the Allegheny Mountains, the muck 
of the river-bottom lands, and the 
chert of the OzarJcs. 


The season of the native persimmon 
is probably longer than that of any 
other wild fruit, both locally and over 
the country as a whole. 
In many sec- 
tions the earliest and the latest varie- 
ties may be found growing side by 
side, or at least within a few miles of 
each other. 
The Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry has records for both early and 
late varieties from the southern part 
of Georgia and Florida. 
In the Dis- 
trict of Columbia there are some trees 
which ripen their fruit in August and 
others on which It hangs until Feb- 
ruary. 


Generally speaking, the beet fruits 
are neither the earliest nor the latest, 
but rather those that ripen Just be- 
fore the beginning of the tree's dor-, 
mant season. 
The latest varieties are 
aUU immature when the leaves fall 
or when they are killed by frost, and 
they must complete the ripening pro- 
cess 
within 
themselves 
instead 
of 


dr&wtns nourlahtnent from the tw« 
until they have grown to maturity. 


The largest a« w«U as the beiit fruit« 
are those that rlpan about the time 
the trees shed their leavee. 
The eajrty 
varieUes are nearly all medium In 
size, and th^ late varletie« which hanf 
on until cold weather are senerftlly 
small. 


A* 18 the case with moat fruit tr«««. 
the peraimmon does not reproduce its 
varietal 
characteristics through 
the 
seed, and other methods of propaga- 
tion are, -therefor®, neceaeary to per- 
petuate desirable varieties. 
Propaga 
tlon of the persimmon by the methods 
commonly employed with tree fruits 
is more dil^cult than for such fruits 
as the apple or the peach. 
The meth- 
ods described herein have been found 
successful In actual practice.

Roots the shM of a lead pencil or 
larger can be usad In propagating the 
peraimmon.

They will grow 
readily the following spring, provided 
the moisture supply Is plentiful until 
they become well established.

perature- do not dry them 
unduly. 
Seeds which fall under the trees are 
usually too much exposed to the at- 
mosphere and dry too much to admit 
of germination. 


Seeds that are gathered for proga- 
gatlng purposes should be stratified at 
once. 
If they are allowed to dry out 
it is often necessary to soak them for 
two or three days before they are 
planted, the water being renewed each 
day at a boiling temperature. 


The seed bed In which persimmon 
seedlings are grown should be located 
on well-drained land where the soil 
1« rather light and well supplied with 
humus. The ground should be plowed 
deep with a subsoil plow unless the 
subsoil Is friable enough to permit 
the ready penetration of the long tap- 
roots which characterize the growth 
of persimmon seedlings. 


The seed may be planted either In 
the fall or spring, after being treated 
as described above. 
It la commonly 
planted in shallow drill» and lightly 
covered with soil to a depth of one- 
half inch or a little more.

the different methods of grafting ad- 
mirably adapted to top-working the 
worthless trees about the place with 
the 
better' varieties, 
thus 
changing 
them to useful frultfulness. 


Top-worked, or grafted, portions of 
old tree« will bear two or three years 
earlier than trees which come from 
buds or grafts on 1 or 2 year old 


stocks. 
These seedling stocks, budded 
ot grafted with a selected vàrlety, will 
bear, one or two years earlier than 
those produced from cuttings. 


The «dona to be used in chip bud- 
ding. cleft grafting, and whip grafting 
should be cut during late winter. 
All 
scions should be kept cool and moist 
until used. 
The budding and grafting 
should be done as soon as the trees 
which are to be grafted start to grow. 


When selecting scions or bud sticks 
care must be exercised. Just as when 
propagating by wood cuttings, to pro- 
cure wood with strong, well-developed 
buds. 
On twig« of the last season's 
growth the best buds are generally 
near the hase, where they are sup- 
ported on more mature wood than 
those near the tip. 
In wood more 
than a year old, most of the buds 
near the tip have alre^y produced 
branches, thus making this portion 
of the twig unsuitable for use in bud- 
ding or grafting. 


The method employed in budding 
persimmons 
largely 
determines 
the 
character of the wood that should be 
selected as a source of buds. 
For the 
common shield or "T" bud, thé basal 
half of the new growth is preferable 
because the bark Is thinner than that 
on older wood and the buds fit closer 
and better than where wood 
with 
older and thicker bark is used. 
More- 
over, the buds near the base of the 
new wood are better than those to- 
ward the tip, because the latter are 
so Irregular In outline that it is diffi- 
cult to fit them closely to the stock. 


When the chip-bud method Is used 
It Is essential that the bud stick have 
sufficient body to allow the removal 
ÓÍ the bud with a clean, solid chip 
adhering thereto. 
A bud stick should 
never be larger than the stock on 
which the buds aré to be worked. 
If 
it Is too large in relation to the size 
of the stock which Is to receive the 
bud, the chip will be so broad and 
flat that it can not be properly fitted 
Into any notch which **• ta possible 
to make in the stock.

Annular budding is also known ag 
"ring" and "flute" budding. 
It con- 
sists merely In transferring a ring of 
bark to which is attached a bud of 
the desired variety from a bud stiek 
to the trunk or branch of another 
tree in place of a similar ring of bark 
previously removed. 


Propagation by chip budding Is per» 
formed in the early spring or late la 
the dormant period, hence Is also 
known as "dormant" budding. 
WltK 
a sharp knife a downward cut is mada 
below the bud on the bud stick to a 
depth of perhaps one-eighth of an 
inch. 
Raising the knife to a point 
above the bud, a'long downward cut 
Is made, which meets the lower end 
of the first cut, and the bud Is re- 
moved from the stock, and the de- 
sired bud is put in Its place. 
Cleft 
grafting Is particularly adapted 
to 
large trees when for any reason it 
becomes necessary to change the va- 
riety. Branches too large to be worked 
by other methods can be cleft grrafted. 
Cleft grafting has given satisfactory 
results with the persimmon, both on 
the branches and at the crown. 
Whip 
grafting is the style almost universally 
used in root grafting. 
It has the ad- 
vantage of being well adapted to small 
plants. 


The 
operation 
of 
grafting 
most 
fruits is generally successful If per- 
formed in the spring when the trees 
are still dormant, or even after growth 
has 
started 
slightly, 
provided 
the 
scions are entirely dormant. 
In the 
case of the persimmon, however, much 
more satisfactory results appear to be 
obtained when the grafting Is delayed 
until the trees have definitely started 
Into new growth. 
The BCIOQ« muat bs 
kept dormant. 


In all of the various methods el 
budding and grafting the persimmoxi 
it is of the -Utmost importance that the 
cut surfaces of both bark and wood 
be protected with as little delay as 
possible from chemical change due to 
.exposure to the air. 
Protection is af- 
forded by covering the wounds with 
grafting wax, waxafl cloth, or similar 
devices. 


The 
transpiantlng 
of 
the 
youni 
trees may be done at any time during 
the dormant period when the-roots 
can be protected from freezing tem- 
perature and evaporation and when 
the soil ia in a suitable condition for 
handling. 
The pruning of the per- 
simmon varies with the variety. There 
is a tendency for the tree to prune it- 
self, as many of the frult-bearlng 
twigs die and drop oft with their fruit, 
thus making the natural open growth 
of the trees still more open and re- 
ducing to a minimum the necessity 
for pruning. 


The persimmon is exceptionally free 
from the attacks of diseases and In- 
sect peats.

HINTS FOR WINTER WINDOW GARDENERS 


By EBEN E. REXFORD. 


An 
almost 
universal 
complaint 
among those who grow house plants 
Is that their plants begin to flag along 
about midwinter when they should be 
at their best and from that time on 
they fall to give any adequate returns 
for the care expended on them- 
Few 
of them bloom. 
Some of them grow, 
or try to, after a weak and spindly 
fashion, but none of them have that 
fresh sturdy look which delights the 
eye of the woman who loves flowers 
and growing plants. -What's wrong? 


In answer to the question I have to 
reply that In all probability no one 
cause is responsible for the failure. 
There are several reason« why house 
plants do not do well in winter, and 
perhaps the best way to get at the 
bpttom of the difficulty is to tell what 
kind of care to give to avoid the dan- 
gers in the, way, and from this the 
owners of unsatisfactory 
collections 
may be able to discover wherein they 
have made mistakes in caring for 
their plants. 


One very important thing is to give 
the plants plenty of fresh air. 
The 
wonder to me Is that some plants live 
through the winter at all for they 
are kept In rooms heated almost to 
the Stifling point, and in which there 
Is little or no moisture. 
A i\oted 
physician has said concerning moist- 
ure In the house, that a room in which 
plants will not live is not flt for human 
beings to live In. 
' 


Plants muat have air. 
This may be 
obtained by lowering a window from 
the top on one side of the room and 
raising one from th^ bottom on the 


opposite side of the room, and let 
them remain open for about flve «min- 
utes. 
This may be done while the 
housewife Is busy about her 
other 
duties and no one need be in the 
room at the time the airing Is being 
accomplished, Jf the weather is too 
cold. 
Fresh air should be admitted 
Into the room for a short time every 
day, no matter what kind of weather 
It la. 
• Last season I answered a 
letter 
from a woman who complained of 
declining 
health 
among 
her 
house 
plants by giving advice similar to that 
ii) the above paragraph and here Is an 
extract from a letter she wrote me six 
weeks later. 


"I have given your fresh-air treat- 
ment a careful trial and It has proven 
a complete success. 
I know now Just 
what my planta needed. 
In less than 
a week after I began letting air into 
the room they began to Improve and 
now they are the finest plants I ever 
tvied to grow. 
They blossom and all 
my friends say, 'What kind of fer- 
tiliser do you use?' 
When 
I tell 
them that fresh air is the fertiliser 
that has brought about the change 
they look 
at 
me 
as 
though 
they 
thought I was trying to have some fun 
at their expense. 
And let -me say 
right here that we who use the room 
feel a great deal better than we did. 
The languid, spiritless feeling that we 
complained of every night is gone and 
wa attribute the change to better air." 


As'a general thing. If the plants were 
repotted In the fall no fertilizer will 
be needed by them before midwinter. 


Turn your plant« at least once a 
week to give all «Idea of them an 
equal chance at the aun. 
If you do 
this you can easily make them sym- 
metrical In shape, but if Jt is not done 
they will become one-sided as their 
branches will gfow toward the light. 


Don't crowd your plants. 
It may 
oblige you to discard some of theni If 
you attempt to follow this advlce,r but 
it will richly repay you to do It, for ft 
Is impossible to grow flne plants In a 
window where there Is not room-for 
free development. 
Do not have 
so 
many that there will not be room for 
each one to display Its Individuality. 
Most of us make Jungles of our win- 
dow gardens in our eagerness to have 


a little of everything. 
This Is one of 
the most serious mistakes It is possible 
for the amateur gardener to make. 
Bear in mind always that a few really 
flne plants wUl afford a vast deal of 
pleasure, while a great number of In- 
ferior ones—such as we may expect 
to grow in a crowded window—are 
more disappointing than pleasing. 


If your plints get frozen put them 
into a cool, dark room as soon as. their 
condition is discovered and 
shower 
them'—drench them—with cold water. 
If this is done promptly the frost will 
be extracted so gradually from them 
that there wUl be no bursting of deli- 
cate tissues and often many of them 
may be saved. 
But If heat 1« made 
use of In any way In an effort to draw 
out the frost the result will be almost 
sure death. Allow the frostbitten plant« 
to remain In cold storage for a day or 
two then bring them back to the win- 
dow, but avoid a high temperature 
for sqme time. 
If any stalks show 
Injury, cut them off at once. 


Of late complaints come in from all 
quarters about trouble with the foliage 
of house plants. 
Tellow spots appear 
on It 
These, after a while, become 
brown and by and by the leaf dies. 
Qradually the entire plant becomes 
affeeted 
and 
death 
ensues. 
The 
trouble Is a fungus one. 
flpore« 
of 
fungi floating in the atmosphere settle 
on the l e a ^ and where they locate 
themaelres the yellow spot 1« Men. 
There Is but one remedy that I have 
any knowing« of and that 1« Bor- 
deaux mixture, the Mme thing that 
our gfo.wers of sm^U frvH are using 


to counteract the harm that fungus is 
doing In their garden. 
A paste prepa- 
ration of this mixture can now be'ob- 
tained of moat dealers In plants and 
it should be gotten and used as soon 
as the disease appears in the window 
garden. 


If you want, a little variety in your 
window garden get a bulb or two of 
the'Gladiolus. 
Plant them in pots or 
boxes six inches deep and three inches 
apart and place at once in the window. 


Red spider and plant Uce are the worst 
winter pests we have. 
The former may 
be dislodged by spraying with cold 
water and the latter by using' kero- 
sene emulsion. 
Care should be taken 
to «pray on the underside of the leaves. 


The mistake of the window gardener 
In crowding her window now will re- 
sult In disaster after. 
Plants that 
are crowded will not^evelop properly; 
they will be top-heavy, spindly or one- 
sided. 
They will 
throw 
up 
weak 
flower shoots which will hold but few 
flowera 
One plant properly grown Is 
worth a hundred poorly grown ones. 


Fern« obtained from the florist for 
ind,oor culture should be. placed In a 
strong light, although they will do 
well without sunlight. 
They should 
be kept moist at all times but watered 
sparingly. 
Most fern difllcultles arise 
either from keeping the plants soaked 
or, on the. other hand, 
permitting 
them to get" too dry. 
When the fern 
Is in a Jardiniere. It Is especially difll- 
cuU to livold overwatering. 
In spring 
and summer, fern« require three time« 
the amount of water that they do in 
the fall and winter. 


Field Peas as a Hay Crop 


The field pea Is commonly growft 
in Pennsylvania and New York for 
hay. and the larger part of the crop 
In the southern states is also u«ed In 
this manner. 
When grown for hay 
the field pea Is almost always sown 
in a mixture.\'\^th oat« or some ether 
small grain. 
These mixtures with 
grain will stand up much better, caua> 
Ing less trouble in the harvest, and 
the presence of oats or barley in the 
crop also causes it to cure 
mbre 
quickly. 
The yield front a mixture 
of oats and peas Is usually larger 
than that from timothy.

then the fears of many that the wheat 
crop would be ruined would be realized. 
"Freezing and thawing and freezing and 
thawing," says Mr. Henry, "is what is 
disastrous to the wheat plant and not this 
"warm springlilve weather."

The Persimmon Seems to Have Been the First Native American Fruit to Be Described and Praised by the Early Explorers-DeSoto Praised Its Food Value in a Published 


Account m 1557^John Smith's Narrative of the New World, Written Early in the Seventeenth Century, Included a Long Discussion of the Persimmon-He said: "If 
it Be Not Ripe, it Will Draw a Man 8 Mouth Awne With Much Torment." Thus Well Characterizing the Puckering, Astringent Effect of the Immature Fruit

who has studied the subject, neverthe- 
less «hroughout the regions where per- 
simmons are grown many of the best 
fruits are lost each year because they 
ripen and fall before frost or beforo 
they are supposed to be edible. The

The zone of greatest productivity 


and adaptability, wherein appear by 
far the largest number of promising 
types, extends from Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, and the Carollnaa westward 
through Missouri and Arkansas. The 
persimmon thrives equally well on the 
sands 'of the Costal Plain, the shales 
of the Allegheny Mountains, the muck 
of the river-bottom lands, and the 
chert of the Ozarka. 


The season of the native persimmon 


is probably longer than that of any 
other wild fruit, both locally and over 


until they have grown to maturity. . 


The largest ax well as the best fruits 


ar» those that ripen about the time 
the trees shed their leaves. The early 
varieties are nearly all medium In 
size, and the late varieties which hang 
on until cold weather ar« generally 
small. 


As la the case with moat fruit tre*s. 


the persimmon does not reproduce Its 
varietal characteristics through the 
seed, and other methods of propaga- 
tion are, therefore, necessary to per- 
petuate desirable varieties. Propaga- 
tion of the persimmon by the methods 
commonly employed with tree fruits 
Is more, difficult than for such fruits 
as the apple or the peach.

difficulty encountered in propagating 
and transplanting It. One Krower hag 
characterized it as the only tree that 
he ciiuld not kill In his cultivated 
fields and the only one that he could 
not make live in his garden. Failure 
'In transplanting Is usually due to a 
lack of knowledge concerning the 
characteristic root development of the 
persimmon. 
Under natural condi- 


tions, thp roots penetrate much deeper 
Into the soli than those tof most other 
fruit trees, and unless great care Is 
exercised when the tree Is taken up 
It Is almost impossible to get more 
than a small percentage of the root 
system, thus reducing the chance of 
making tHe tree live when trans- 
planted. 


From time to time valuable trees 


have been discovered, cared for. and 
even In some cases transplanted or 
propagated. Most of these have been 
soon neglected or destroyed, until 
thqre are comparatively'few varieties 
of marked value available for general 


• distribution. 


Both De Soto and Jan de Last'when 


describing the ripe fruit of the native 
persimmon call It a "delicious little 
plum," and John Smith and other 
writers of the seventeenth century 
speak of it as a plum with the flavor

ttoughly speaking,, the persimmon 


Is Indigenous to the southeastern quar- 


tlons the earliest and the latest varle- 


ot ties may bo found growing side by 


side, or at least within a few miles of 
each other. The Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry has records for both early and 
late varieties from the southern part 
of Georgia and Florida. In th» Dis- 
trict of Columbia there are some trera 
which ripen their fruit in August and 
others on which it hanga until Feb- 
ruary. 


Generally speaking, the beat fruits 


are neither the earliest nor the latest, 
but rather those that ripen just bo- 
fore the beginning of the tree's dor- 
mant eeaeon. The latest varieties are

The seed bed in which persimmon 


seedlings are grown should he located 
on •well-drained land where the soil 
Is rather light and well supplied with 
humus.

When the chip-bud method Is used 


it Is essential that the bud stick have 
sufficient body to allow the removal 
of the bud with a clean, solid chip 
adhering thereto.

Protection Is af- 
forded by covering the wounds with 
grafting wax, waxtfl cloth, or «imll«jr 
devices.

the soil is in a suitable condition for 
handling.

HINTS FOR WINTER WINDOW GARDENERS

gardens. For the Investigation of the 
food of this bird.

An 
almost 
universal 
complaint 


among those who grow house plants 
is that their plants begin to nag along 
about midwinter when they should be 
at their best and from that time on 
they fall to give any adequate returns 
for the care expended on them. Few 
of them bloom. Some of them grow, 
or try to, after a weak and spindly 
fashion, but none of them have that 
fresh sturdy look which de\ights the 
eye of the woman who loves flowers 
and growing plants. What's wrong? 


In answer to the question I have to 


reply that in all probability no one 
cause Is responsible for the failure. 
There are several reasons why house 
plants do not do well in winter, and 
perhaps the best way to get at the 
bottom of the difficulty is to tell what 
kind of care to give to avoid the dan- 
gers In the way, and from this the 
owners of unsatisfactory collections 
may be able to discover wherein they 
have made mistakes in - caring for 
their plants. 


One very Important thing Is to give 


the plants plenty of fresh air. 
The 


wonder to me Is that some plants live 
through tho winter at all for they 
are kept in rooms heated almost to 
the stifling point, and In which there 
Is little or no moisture. 
A noted 


physician has said concerning moist- 
ure in ths house, that a room In which 
plants will not live Is not fit for human 
belngg to live In. 


Plants must have air. This may be 


obtained by lowering a window from 
the top on one side of the room and 
raising one from the bottom on the

Last season I answered a letter 


from a. woman who complained of 
declining health among her house 
plants by giving advice similar to that 
in ihe above paragraph and here is an 
extract from a letter she wrote me six 
weeks la.ter. 


"I have given your fresh-air treat* 


ment a careful trial and it has proven 
a complete success. I know now just 
what my plants* needed. In less than 
a waek after I began letting air into 
the room they bega.n to improve and 
now they are the finest plants I ever 
tvled to grow. They blossom and all 
my friends say, 'What kind of fer- 
tilizer do you use?' 
When I tell 


them that fresh air Is the fertilizer 
that has brought about the change 
they look at me as though they 
thought I was trying to have some fun 
at their expense. 
And let me say 


right here that we^who use the room 
feel a great deal oetter than wa did. 
Tha languid, spiritless feeling that we 
complained of every night is gone and 
we attribute the change to better air." 


As a general thing, If the plants were 


repotted In the fall no fertilizer will 
be needed by them before midwinter. 


Turn your plants at least .once a 


week to give all sides of them an 
equal chance at the sun. 
If you do 


this you can easily make them sym- 
metrical In shape, but if it is not done 
they will become one-sided as their 
branches will grow toward the light 


Don't crowd your plants. It may 


oblige you to discard some of them if 
you attempt to follow this advice, but 
it will richly repay you to do It, for it 
Is Impossible to grow fine plants in a 
window where there is not room for 
free development 
Do not have so 


many that there will not be room for 
each one to display Its individuality.'. 
Most of us make jungles of our wln- 
,dow 
gardens In our eagerness to have

a little of everything. This Is one of 
the most serious mistakes it is possible 
for the amateur gardener to make. 
Bear in mind always that a few really 
fine plants will afford a vast deal of 
pleasure, while a great number of in- 
ferior ones—such aa we may expect 
to grow in a-crowded window—are 
more disappointing than pleasing. 


If your plants get frozen put them 


Into a cool, dark room as soon as their' 
condition is discovered and shower 
them—drench them—with cold water. 
If this Is done promptly the frost will 
be extracted so gradually from them 
that there will bo no bursting of deli- 
cate tissues and often many of them 
may be saved. But if heat is made 
use of In any way In an effort to draw 
.out the frost the result -will be almost 
sure death. Allow the frostbitten plants 
to remain in cold storage for a day or 
two then bring them back to the win- 
dow, 
but avoid a high temperature 


for some time. 
IJ any stalks show 


injury, cut them off at once. 


Of late complaints come In from all 


quarters about trouble with the foliage 
of house plants. 
Yellow spots, appear 


on It These, after a while, become 
brown and by and by the leaf dies. 
Gradually the entire plant becomes 
affected 
and 
death 
ensue*. 
The 


trouble 'is a fungus one. 
Spores of 


fungi floating In the atmosphere settle 
on the leave* and where they locate 
themselves tht yellow spot Is seen. 
There Is but.one remedy that I have 
any knowledge of and that Is Bor- 
deaux mixture, the .same thing that 
our growers of small fruit aro using 


to counteract the harm that fungus is 
doing in their garden. A paste prepa- 
ration of this, mixture can now be ob- 
tained of most dealers in plants and' 
It should be gotten and used as soon 
as the disease appears in the window 
garden. 


If you want a little variety in your 


window garden get a bulb or two of 
the Gladiolus. Plant them in pots or 
boxes six inches deep and three inches 
apart and place at once in the window. 


Red spider and plant lice are the worst 


winter pests we have. The former may 
be dislodged by spraying with cold 
water and the latter by using kero- 
sene emulsion. Care should be taken 
to spray on the underside of the leaves. 


The mistake of the window gardener 


In crowding her window now will re- 
sult In disaster after. 
Plants that 


are crowded will not develop properly; 
they will be top-heavy, spindly or one- 
sided. 
They will throw up weak 


flower shoots which will hold but few 
flowers. One plant properly grown is 
worth a hundred poorly grown ones. 


Ferns obtained from the florist for 


indoor culture should be placed in a 
strong light, although they will do 
Trell without sunlight. 
They should 


be kept moist at all 'tlnjes but watered 
sparingly, Ijtost fern difficulties arise 
either from keeping the plants soaked 
or, on the other hand, permitting 
them to get too dry. When the fern 
is In a jardiniere, it Is especially dim- 
cult to avoid overwatering. 
In spring 


and summer, ferns require three times 
the amount of water that they 'do In 
the fall and winter. . 


Field Peas as a Hay Crop 


The field pea Is commonly grown 


in Pennsylvania and New York fo» 
hay, 
and the larger part of the crap 


in the southern states is also used in 
this manner. When grown for hay 
the field pea Is almost %alway§ sown 
in a mixture-with oats or some other 
small grain. 
These mixtures with 


grain will stand up much-better, caus- 
ing less trouble In the harvest, and 
the presence of oats or barley In the 
crop also causes It to cure more 
quickly.

of oats and peas is usually larger 
than that from timothy.
